Gains of Greatest Importance Made By the 
Australians Between Cambrai and St.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY ON THE ST. QUEN- 
TIN FRONT, Oct. I. — By the Associated P r e s s .— Some 
hundred* of Americans in a certain far advanced position 
between Cambrai and St. Quentin which they reached late 
Sunday were holding out valiantly against superior enemy 
number! according to latest reports which were received 
yesterday. 
, 
The Australian* made heroic attempts to assist them, 
and, so far as can be learned are still keeping up these ef­ 
forts, the result of which is not known. Furious fighting 
continues here. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN FRANCE, Oct. I. — 
By the Associated Press. — This was another day of vic­ 
tories for the fighting British army. 
The Belgians also 
continued their forward movement. 
Gains of the greatest importance were made by the 
Australians between Cambrai and St. Quentin, and it 
seems that they have crossed the canal everywhere. Long 
lines of enemy transports are fleeing east and northeast­ 
ward from this region as well as other regions. 
The day 
was an ideal one for flying, and the British aviators flew 
low over the enemy masses and poured bullets by tens of 
thousands into them, while at the same time bombers 
picked massed troops as targets and often loosed their 
projectiles on the transport columns in full flight inflict­ 
ing terrible damage. 
* 
The better visibility also enabled the British gunners to 
do more accurate work. 
Once more casualties of great proportions have been 
inflicted on the Germans who now are fighting with great­ 
est desperation realizing that their position in this entire 
area is more precarious than at any time during the past 
four years. 
True, there has been a g a in the hardest of close fight­ 
ing astride and in the Hindenburg system; but back of 
here there is open country. Joncourt now is well behind 
the British lines after brisk fighting. 
The lines are some 
distance east of Levergies. 
Entrees, captured once and 
then lost in a c o u n te r - a tta c k has now been taken by storm. 
The Australians smashed well eastward of it making sure 
of maintaining time gain.

From here the battle line curves back northwestward, 
passing about 1500 yards southwest of Gouey, which also 
hag once been reached by the allied troops but at the pres^ 
ent moment is in German hands. The torch has been ap­ 
plied to Cambrai and the town is burning briskly. It is 
evident that the Germans realize they must get away from 
this locality and consequently they are burning Cambrai 
and other places. Great tongues of flame and billows of 
smoke are rising from the burning towns.

News of Activities On Variou! Battle Front! in Stun 
marked Form By Associated Press. 


The town of St. Quentin, upon 
which the Germans had so firmly 
builded their hopes of proving an 
insuperable barrier to the allies 
at last has been entered by the 
French and seemingly the gate­ 
way is open to Marshal Foch for 
a swift advance eastward in his 
task 
of 
reclaiming 
northern 
France. 
Meanwhile the 
Germans and 
their allies 
on all 
the 
battle 
bionts have continued to play a 
losing game and report has it that 
the Turks, realizing the critical 
situation thru successive defeats 
and the withdrawal 
of Bulgaria 
from the war, 
are sending out 
"peace feelers.” 
From northern Belgium to the 
region of Verdun the battle fronts 
are still seething w ith activity 
and with the entente forces con­ 
tinuing to make gains against the 
Germans which are seriously im­ 
perilling the enemy lines. 
in Flanders the Belgians and 
Britslh in the region from Dix- 
mude to Armentiers have drven In 
further their sharp wedge east­ 
ward, capturing important towns 
and cutting lines of communica­ 
tion necessary to the continued 
holding by the Germans of their 
submarine bases,on the North Sea. 
From Cambrai to St. Quentin, 
notwithstanding most violent re­ 
actions from 
the 
Germans th<f 
British, Americans 
and Frencl 
again have won heavily fortified 
positions of the enemy all along 
the midway between fit. Quentin 
and Cambrai the remaining por­ 
tions of th old Hindenburg line 
are slowly being demolished. The 
Germans 
have 
Imposed 
the 
strength of ne^ly half a million 
men against the allied troops to 
hold the front, and breaking thru 
of which, in conjunction with the 
successful maneuvers in Flanders, 
along the Aisne 
and in Cham­ 


pagne, would mean disaster. 
Between the Vesle and Aisne 
rivers the French continue to push 
back the Germans north of the 
Aisne while In Champagne the 
French, operating in conjunction 
with the Americans are steadily 
advancing northward. Their guns 
now dominate the Aire river val­ 
ley running to the north of Ar­ 
gonne forest, while on the other 
side of the forest the Americans 
are slowly coming up the Aire 
valley from the south and soon 
will be in a position 
with the 
French to nip this great wooded 
bastion out of the German line. 
In the mountain region of the 
Italian front there has been a c o u p * 
siderable increase in artillery ac­ 
tivity and it is probable that Mar­ 
shal Foch soon will begin an of­ 
fensive he're against the Austro- 
Hungarians. 
General Allenby 
in Palestine 
has surrounded 
Dasmascus and 
French cavalry is reported to be 
working its way up the Mediter­ 
ranean Sea coast toward Beyrout. 
In the Macedonian theater west 
of Lake Ochrida the Austrian are 
evacuating the territory in Al­ 
bania, probably indicating that 
now Bulgaria is out of the war

Influenza Cases Now 
In A ll Camps Over 
88,000 


WASHINGTON, Oct. I.—Span­ 
ish influenza continues to spread 
in army camps. More than 11,000 
new cases were reported to 
the 
office of the surgeon general d u r­ 
ing the 2 4 hours ending at noon 
today. 
This was an increase over 
yesterday of 3,600 cases. 
Pneu­ 
monia eases also increased with 
1.003 and -OO deaths. 
The total number of influenza 
cases in ah camps now is 88,0OO 
while pneumonia 
cases number 
6,76o. 
Deaths since the epidemic 
begun number 1,87 7. 
Camp Ouster, Mich., where in ­ 
fluenza had not 
previously 
ap­ 
peared reported 1,7 6 4 cases. The 
most 
serious increase was 
at 
Camp Meade, Md. which reported 
1,327 cases, against 396 
yester­ 
day. 
Carap Pike, Ark., again re ­ 
ported more than 
1,000 
cases, 
while Camp 
Hancock, 
Ga. 
re­ 
ported 716 cases against two the 
day before. At Camp Funston, 
Kans. the number 
of cases 
in­ 
creased from 141 to 756. Camp 
Devens, Mass. web the only one 
which did not report an increase. 
Every available medical officer 
and nurse is on duty said a state­ 
ment tonight from the office 
of 
the surgeon general and wherever 
possible civilian medical person­ 
nel is being recruited to assist the 
army doctors. 
It was said that 
despite 
the 
alarming 
increase 
in influenza 
cases the pneumonia rate 
con­ 
tinues low, reports showing that 
pneumonia has developed in only 
one of every thirteen casts. A re ­ 
port as to the num ber of cases 
at naval training stations was not 
available.

The barges are 
fitted up with the most modern 
hospital appliances available an -J 
each one has a complete operat­ 
ing room on board. 
In the British 
army the en­ 
gineers are also the Signal branch 
of the arm y. 
They have charge 
of all the telegraph ,*nd telephone 
cables. 
T hey are the operators 
and repair men. In the trenches 
engineers are 
continually going 
around looking for breaks in the 
wdres and 
repairing them when 
found. 
It is also the engineers 
that lay th e telephone wires for 
the artillery, 
from the 
battery 
position right to the observation 
post, which the battery's forward* 
observing officer is using, and dur­ 
ing 
an 
advance 
they 
must 
carry the wire right behind the 
infantry to the advanced positions 
so communication can be set up 
with headquarters as soon as pos 
sible and reports made as to the 
progress of the attack. 
Engineers also have charge of 
all the m ails addressed to troops. 
In England and France there is 
a chain of army postoffices that 
give better service than the civil­ 
ian postoffices. 
All the letters 
written by soldiers in France are 
collected by engineers and sent 
out by them to their various des 
tinations. 
The railroads are also 
in charge of the engineers. 
All 
repair work on them and the run 
ning of freight and troop trains 
are by the railway sections of the 
Royal Engineers. 
In the French army the French 
engineers have 
practically 
the 
same duties to perform as those 
in the British. 
The 
American 
engineers are working with the 
British and French and studying 
their m ethods, so as to be efficient 
not only w ith the American army 
but with the British and French 
armies should the occasion arise 
that they 
ever have 
to work 
with them. 
Taking th e Engineer Corps al­ 
together it is a very large and 
important branch of the service 
on which m any volumes could be 
written. 
I am merely trying to 
give the general public an idea 
as to the duties they have to per­ 
form, and if I had the tim e and 
space could tell of many instances 
in which the engineers not only 
did their ordinary duties, but af­ 
ter they w ere done, threw down 
their shovels and their tools and 
picked up 
rifles and helped to 
beat off German attacks and took 
a hand in British and French at­ 
tacks.

A little slip of a cog 
in this great w h e el might keep 
supplies away from a battalion, 
jrigade. division .or even an arm y 
iTorps, for days a n d cause a big 
drop in the fightin g efficiency of 
that unit.

We bught to plan for a 
large acreage of them next year. 


At about IO every night, ra­ 
tion parties of infantrymen leave 
the trenches and go to a certain 
place about 2 miles behind them 
where there are a series of large 
dug-outs in which there is to be 
found all kinds 
of tinned and 
fresh m eat, jams, butter, bread, 
etc. 
That is the headquarters of 
the detachments of the Quarter­ 
masters branch with the brigade 
that is in the trenches. 
These ration parties com e out 
every night to carry back the food 
for their company or battalion 
for the follow ing day, and as they 
leave with their loads the dug-out 
becomes empty. 
Then at about 
midnight transport wagons start 
coming up, stopping at the dug­ 
outs and unloading their contents 
which are carried in to be made 
•eady to Issue to the ration par- 
i ies when they come out again. 
* 
Those are 
the duties 
of the 
•Quartermasters, to keep the army 
Supplied w ith food and other sup­ 
plies, in fact everything they need 
»except arm s 
and 
ammunition. 
iFood, clothing, shoes, boots, hats, 
ihay, oats, automobile parts, gaso­ 
lin e , oils, 
chairs, 
pails, mops, 
babies, an y and everything is to 
be found a t the quartermasters, 
and provided with the right kind 
of orders and requisitions one eau 
get anything that is wanted. 
A ship arrives at a base port 
in France from England or the 
United S tates with a lot of sup­ 
plies for th e army. 
The quarter­ 
master corps 
officer 
comes on 
board, directs the unloading and 
has the w hole ship load sent to 
various depots, or stores, (ware­ 
house) in that base. Perhaps that^ 
base takes care of 15 divisions, so 
rations and supplies have to be 
sent up to them everyday, no mat­ 
ter where they are. The number of 
.men with each division is known 
*at the base headquarters, so ra­ 
tions and supplies are shipped to 
the officer 
in command 
of the 
Supply depot for each army corps 
(which is m ade up of 3 divisions) 
who in turn ships to the officer) 
in charge o f the supply depot for1 
each division and so to each brig­ 
ade (3 brigades to a division), 
where the ration parties of each 
battalion draw’ their supplies for 
the men in their battalions. 


Clothing is supplied to the men 
when they are out for their long 
rest, each unit previously indent­ 
ing for a certain amount or as 
much as th ey need of the articles 
that are wanted. 
All old cloth­ 
ing is sent back to base towns 
where they Kre all baled up and 
returned to England where they 
go thru 
som e process or other 
and new cloth made of them. 
During 
the first year of the 
war, the Quartermaster's 
Corps 
of the British Army (Arm y Ser­ 
vice Corps) were not so well or­ 
ganized and as (he fighting w’as 
mostly open there were no ration 
parties to go out for rations. The 
men of the Service corps had to 
bring the rations right into the 
firing line for the men and hand 
them out almost individually and 
especial!v during the retreat from 
Mons. 
Men of the Army Service 
corps were continually going up 
to the line where the rear guards 
were holding off the Germans, and 
supplying 
them with 
food. 
At 
that time there wasn't very much, 
but what there was, was brought 
up to the men by these men of t 
the service corps 
regardless of 
their own danger. (The Army Ser- '■ 


Of the Ordnance 
and Cavalry 
branches, I know 
but very lit­ 
tle, not enough to write of them 
under separate headings. 
The Ordinance is a corps that 
takes care of the arms and a m ­ 
munition of the arm y. 
R ifles, 
bayonets, bombs, trench mortars, 
machine guns, bullets, shells, can ­ 
non, etc., are a ll ordnance and 
must go thru the ordnance corps. 
Did 
rifles and cannon, etc, are 
repaired by this corps and m ade 
useful again, especially so in ar­ 
tillery. 
After a 
gun has been 
fired a certain le n g th of tim e it 
must be taken out o f action and a 
new rifling put 
Into the barrel. 
4fter an engagem ent one can see 
large piles of rifles that were col­ 
lected on the battlefield, German 
as well as our o w n . 
They are 
all sent to the b a se to the large 
ordnance shops, w here they are 
repaired and m ade useful again. 


The ordnance, co rp s also m a k e 
new’ rifles and other arms, as well 
is bullets, bombs and shells. 
It 
is their business to keep the army 
supplied which they do well. 
Cavalry in th is war has been 
used but very little . 
In August, 
September, October and N ovem ­ 
ber, 1914 they w e r e used q u ite 
frequently; since then very little, 
as trench warfare commenced and 
in that kind of w arfare cavalry 
is useless. To keep a large am ount 
of cavalry in F r a n ce where they 
to som e other fr o n t where they 
were useless and 
doing nothing 
was not worth w h ile. 
To send 
them to some o th e r front w here 
they could be used was also u se­ 
less, as they m ight be wanted any 
time in France. 
S o in 1915 C a v ­ 
alrymen were g iv e n infantrymen's 
training and have been fighting 
in the trenches w ith , and as in ­ 
fantrymen, 
ever 
since. 
W hen 
they are out, for a rest, they keep 
on with their cavalry drill so th ey 
will not forget w h a t the cavalry 
has to do when 
they get their 
chance at the iHun. 
That chance 
will soon be here ,a n ‘d the cavalry 
is ready and w a itin g for it, far 
more 
eagerly th a n 
the Hun 
is 
waiting for them. 
When they do 
get at the Hun th e r e will be V ery 
little left of the H u n for any other 
branch.
